Crowding Out the Small 
Merchants 

A great economic question is 
going to be brooght sqoarely be- 
fore the American people within 
the next few months, and opon 
the determination of tbe issues 
raised by tbe so-called Stevens 
Bill, pending in Oongres*, de 
penrts in a very large measure 
the fate of che small dealer, and 
especially those in the smaller 
towns, in the unequal stroggle 
tbat they are waging for exist- 
ence against the great city de- 
parlmant stores and the mail 
order houses. Every person who 
has kept his eyes open must have 
observed that for some reason 
the big city merchants have been 
gaming ground, while the trader- 
men in the interior have found 
the stroggle growing constantly 
harder. The records of postoffice 
and > \pr. s< money order issues, 
and bark drafts purchased, clear- 
ly show that great soma of mo- 
ney that should be used in trad- 
ing at home, are going to the 
mail order houses in the large 
cities. And the department 
stores in the great centers are 
monopolizing the trade, and tbe 
little stores are becoming fewer 
and poorer. This condition is 
attributed to "cot-throat compe- 
tition," or price cottiog, and 
from every part of the country 
there has come a demand for the 
enactment of a federal statote 
that will enable manufacturers 
of staple articles to fix a price 
on their goods and compel tbe 
retailing at a standard figure, no 
matter where the goods are sold. 
The Federal Trade Commission 
is working in this direction, and 
the indications are that there is 
bad weather ahead for the hand- 
ful of city interests that have 
been driving out the smaller 
dealers, and growing opulent and 
arrogant at the expense of the 
country merchants.
